Determined and Successful Effort of 


Eugene Rockwell to Deetroy 


His Life. 


The citizens ot Maroa were greatly 


shocked this morning on learning that 
Mr. Eugene Rockwell, dealer In flour, 
feed, poultry and game, at that place, had 
succeeded in his determined attempts to 
commit euicida It was learned on Tues- 
day night that be had taken a dose of 
morphine with suicidal intent, but 
through the ettorts of Dr. W. T. McLean, 
bis life was saved. Mr. Rockwell prom- 
ised that he would not attempt to poison 
himself again, and at bin request none of 
his friends were with him last night. He 
was a widower, his wife having died 
nearly three years ago, leaving two eons, 
one 8 and the other G years old. Mr. 
Rockwell and sons occupied rooms on 
the second lloor of Hartman & Happer's 
building, adjoining which is the office of 
Dr. Abrama. 
During laat night Mr. 


Rockwell broke into the doctor's office 
and procured a large dose of morphiae 
which he swallowed with fatal results, 
dying in his room at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing.The deceased was aged about 38 years, 
and went to Maroa from the northern 
part of the state four years ago. He was 
member of Maroa Lodge ot Masons, No. 
454, and woe held in high esteem by the 
people of the community. 
Financial 


trouble is the cause assigned for the act- 
Mr. Rockwell was behind several hun- 
dred dollars. On Sunday last he tried to 
induce two citizens of Maroa to go on 
his note for 8200, but one refused because 
Rookwoll had no visible property or way 
of paying out within reasonable time. It 
is stated that when refused Rockwell sad 
ly remarked to the man "Well, yon will 
be sorry for this in a few days " Evident- 
ly he premeditated suicide for several 
days 
He bought poultry, eggs and butter of 


farmers near Maroa, which he shipped to 
Deoatur and other points, and handled 
llonr and other stull purchased in this 
and other cities. The amount of his al- 
leged indebtedness is nut known. 


Mr Rockwell has relatives residing at 


Cbebanse, 111. They will probably take 
( harge of the orphan children.
